SOME RECORDS - SOME COMMENTS 


Here’s a brief review. They're my opinions, they don't have to be yours 
If you don't want to read them ... dont read them.' 

And, if they do incite you to more violent behaviour, then I suggest 
you'bring forward your appointment with death & start to.seriously 
analyse your warped views on "Free speech". In the meantime.... 

WOW (AS IN 'GO'!) 

12" SINGLES "Kitchen Person" - THE ASSOCIATES (SITUATION 2) 

- "Message Oblique Speech" - THE ASSOCIATES (DITTO) 

24" of strength - a batch of singles (on one label or another) & 
a fine album in "THE AFFECTIONATE PUNCH" have made the Associates (What 
a name for a band.') a force to be reckoned.with. "Kitchen Person" is 
simply brilliants harsh, manic and screeching..., call it what you 
want, this noise is not for funerals. 

"Message Oblique Speech" is just as good, if not better. This is no 
funky sound, this is no pop sound, ... .this is the Associates. Melodies, 
every one a killer, come in then piss off, each one interwoven.to form 
a wall of sound that Phil Spector didn't have the bricks to build. 

SINGLE;- "The Adventures of...." - GRAND—MASTER FLASH (played on radio) 
Shit -hot funky disco. Yeah.' Yeah.' Grand Master! Cut faster! This makes 
Stars on 45 sound like Stars on 45. Piss-take or not, this.cut-up, 
cut-down, switched-off, sv/itched-on, disco mahem is what disco should 
be all about (thatis, if discos must be about something.) This record 
Is strange* I like strange records* 

SINGLE;- "Inconvenience" - AU PAIRS (HUMAN) 

Who"'” have thought the L.P. "PLAYING WITH A DIFFERENT SEX" would have 
been improved upon? "Inconvenience" in its own trundling, no-holds 
barred way does just that. They may well be N.M.E.'s favourites 
(definately Birminghams), but who can argue when they persist in 
producing pieces of musical brilliance such as this? 

You guessed I like it! Dig that sax! Dig those lyrics. 

Bury your dead. 


SINGLE;- "Positive,Negative"-POSITIVE NOISE(STATIK) 

-—"Mushroom" (STEVE)Hillage I never considered a bore.Honest. 

But producing POSITIVE NOISE & SIMPLE MINDS? What's going on?. 

POSITIVE NOISE & Hillage have managed to get a good goal-scoring 
team together however. Mind you, although I reckon Hillage is merely 
adding those magical bleeps & blips(you remember thenoise that the 
submarine made on "Voyage to the Bottom of the.Sea" ? Well, those 
noises) he manages to add very constructively indeed to the 
POSITIVE NOISE sound; triumphant trumpets, nippy geetars &soiid, 

unpredictable drumming. 

moTp do you want? Free records? 

SINGLE/E.P.;- "Trench Warfare"- JAH WOBBLE, JAKI LISBEZSIT,H0LGER CZTJKAY 
What! With a P.I.L.-bass & aCan -percussion, how could this 
piece of plastic have been anything less than superb? 

I reckon Wobble has his finger on the pulse of a monster you can see? 
P.I.L.'s finger prodded a hidden (& far less fearsome) creature from 
its * slumber— in fact, our John may well have been captured & eaten. 

Yup, 4 tracks & every one a gem in its own right. Lots of neat, 
little background noises. Entertainment value - 10.

X_one of the nicer letters sent to Emma whilst she was in prison on 

suspicion of taking part in the assisination of President McKinley. 

This book is an autobiography of her life (l869§19400 
Its an inspiring, moving & honest account.Bom in Russia, she moved to 
States when she was 17. Inspired by the judicial murder of the 
CHICAGO ANARCHISTS which led to the founding of Mayday as an Internat 
-ional Labour Day, she devoted her life to Anarchism, attacking the 
D State by Propoganda, agitation & direct action. 

She spent much of her time in prison & was eventually deported frorn^ 
the States after the 1st World War under the notorious "ANARCHIST LAW". 
She returned to Russia determined to help in building a free Socialist 
Society, but soon discovered thet the State under Lenin & Trotsky was 
as oppresive as America had ever been. She worked with the people of 
Kronstadt shortly before they were ruthersly massacred by Trotsky's 
viscous Red Army, & only escaped death by moving to London. 

An astonishingly good book about an astonishing woman.

English poetry today for most people isn't on the bus, at work or an television, 

They may find some at a vicarage tea-party or some corner of a University campus, 
lot suprisingly it is considered an inrelevent fora of oowronication, when the 
only verse with popular appeal are limericks. Jh the suburbs* hedgerows flourish 
varietys of flowery Betjeaanesque, specially cultivated for afternoon tea 
£ platitudes#! related strain appear on greeting cards but they are dead on arrival,. 
And what of the rural primers of the English language themselves. 

For them, the world grows visibly more coherent, more acceptably beautiful with each 
rhyming metre. Indeed the most besutifically radiant face lever saw was on a poet 
dramatising Earth's rejuvenation at Springtime.' However to my concrete* glass 
urbanity, it was also the face of a simpleton. 

That brings me to a tough post-war das end ant that can. thrive even down a 
concrete stairwell. These tend to take the fora of senhances that jar unrhyaingly 
in fractured list clusters of cityscape.Some of the more forsaken places lend a 
home to the related strain of graffiti. Unlike their rural counterparts, urban 
cultivators stress the importance of -getting down to grass roots in a place where 
(greenary is paint rather than vegetation. 

Perhaps every society has its pinhead minority of language frankensteins. 

Like other hobbies, it attracts pmople from all walks of life. A couple of years 
ago, I met a Russian emigre poet (about 4£ at a sidewalk cafe (where else?) in 
North Beach , San Francisco. TJNinvited he recited a selection of his work. 

Each line was preceded by its initial Russian form, definitely more emotionally 
emphatic if judgdd by its eye-level grunts.I don't remember what they were about 
but I do remember thinking how strangely they matched the onomatopoeic rhymn 
that poured from Acid casualties in the Haight, also in San Francisco. 

So maybe no art form is any better than its exponents axe articulate. 

Part of a poets 'baggage seems to be the belief that verse is a pinnacle of 
clarity & expression, a belief that can proportionally reduce conversational 
speech to bland inanities. Visionaries perhaps, hat as examples of cultural 
dissidence, their metaphors become ambiguities of the feeble, since all 
analogies limp,
